a ° Two reinforced concrete seaplane hangars were under construction on the 
right shore of the Danube. Estimated measurements from the inner edge 
of the bank showed the entrance to these hangars to be approximately 
80 meters, the depth to be approximately 300 meters and the height to 
be approximately 10 meters. When these shelters have been completed, 
for the purpose of camouflage, they will be covered with a layer of 
earth about 7 meters thick, so that the hangars will be on a level with 
the surface of the airfield. Work on these hangars was still in its 
initial stage during late 1950, These underground shelters might 
reportedly be utilised by seaplanes and aircraft at the airfield. Planes 
wijj. probably effect approaches to the hangars from the rear end of the 
airfield adjacent to the Danube.
